NEW YORK, March 27—(INS) 
An international Hamlet stalked 
off the world stage Wednesday, | 
but the global play went on with- | 
out him. 

No graduate of the famed Mos- 
cow Art Theater could have made | 
his exit more dramatically than | 
did Andrei Gromyko, Russian | 
delegate to the UNO Security | 
Council, when—at 5:20 p. m.—he | 
packed up and left the Council | 
meeting room. 

Gromyko’s exit lines got a de- 
layed reaction from an audience! 
unversed in Russian. Not a half 
dozen persons in the auditorium 
understood the Soviet delegate as 
he laid down his final ukase. Only 
a few more understood the French | 
translation, which preceded the 
American one. 

Nor did Gromyko’s behavior | 
during his Russian ultimatum or 
during the French translation 
give any clue to his dramatic exit, 
to follow in a matter of minutes. 
He sat impassive throughout. 

Only when the translator, in his 
clipped British accent, laid down 
in English the Gromyko curtain 
speech did the Soviet spokesman 
stir. 

When the translator concluded, 
an electrified audience, many on

Reds Accused 
Of Crucifying 
Three Priests 


ROME, March 27—(#)—An ar- 
ticle in L’Osservatore Romano, 
Vatican City newspaper, accused 
the Russians of crucifying three 
Roman Catholic priests in 1941 and 
slaying scores of others during the 
occupation of Lithuania. The arti- 
cle said 50,000 inhabitants of Lith- 
uania were exiled. 

The article was signed by “Alex 
whom the editor of 
L’Osservatore said was a French 
writer. The editor said Lithuanian 
priests checked Richards’ material. 

“Lithuania now is incorporated 
into the Soviet Union and Soviet- 
ized at bayonet point,” the article 
said. 

The priests, the story said, were 
crucified on three hurriedly con- 
structed crosses. 

“From each cross hung the 
body of a Catholic priest, whose 
only crime was his religion,” the 
article said, adding that a dozen 
others were “brutally slain by the 
Russians during their retreat” and 
another 15 were dragged away 
and “gave their lives for their 
faiths.” 

The story said the crucified 
priests were Father Giustino Da- 
brila, first head of Catholic action 
in Lithuania, and Vacovlas Balsys 
and Father Petrika.

The Senate-House Committee in- 
vestigating the Pearl Harbor dis- 
aster has agreed to reopen its 
hearings and recall Adm. Harold

Committee aides said Wednes- 
day no date has been set for the 
resumption of the inquiry. 

Stark has testified that he does 
not recall what he did the night 
of Dec. 6, 1941, the eve of Japan’s 
attack on Pearl Harbor, 

Since then, the committee has 
heard other testimony that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, believing war at 
hand, sought to get in touch with 
Stark that night at a theater. Re- 
publican members of the commit- 
tee were reported to have request- 
ed the recall of Stark for question- 
ing as to*whether Mr. Roosevelt 
did reach him.

In San Francisco, meanwhile, 
Vassily Demshenko, secretary to 
the Russian consul-general, charac- 
terized Redin’s arrest as a “frame- 
up obviously designed to create 
a damaging impression against 
Russia in the world press.” 

“The arrest came as a complete 
surprise to us,” said Assistant 
Consul General K. A. Efremov. 
Demshenko said “I don’t know 
why Redin particular 


was the 


target, except that it looks like an 
effort to discredit some Russian 
official.” 

The Soviet consul general from 
San Francisco, Michael S. Vavilov, 
arrived at the federal building at 
2:40 p. m. and immediately went 
into conference with Marshal Jack 
Caufield. 

Redin, attached to the Soviet 
purchasing commission in Seattle 
and living at a swank First Hill 
district apartment there recently 
had a brush with newsmen when 
he attempted to keep reporters 
from interviewing survivors of 
the Russian tanker Donbas who 
arrived aboard the Puente Hills. 

He was influential in Russian 
circles in the Northwest but was 
known to newsmen for his reti- 
cence.

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The Russians Walk Out— 


Soviet Delegate Andrei Gromyko 
walked out of the UNO Security Council 
meeting late Wednesday afternoon. 

He did not say he would refuse to 
return. 

If he does not, it will not mean war. 
Jt will mean that Russia will withdraw 
into an isolationism much more complete 
than the determined one which existed 
almost without a erack in its armor until 
Germany attacked her. 

It would be idle and wrong to say the 
departure of the Soviet envoy is not dis- 
turbing and productive of fear and grave 
concern for the future of the United Na- 
tions Organization, on which all those who 
hate war have pinned their hopes. 

The Soviets may be back. While the 
inevitable reminder is of the withdrawal 
of Japan, Italy and Germany from the 
old League, the situation is not the same. 

Even the Russians with their definite 
fear and belief that the world is organizing 
against them, and that an anti-Soviet An- 
glo-American bloc developing, can 
hardly fail to see failure to return would 
mean their shoulders would bear all the 
blame for failure of the UNO and world 
peace. She can hardly wish to assume 
such a burden. 

Russia had asked for a postponement. 
She believed,it should be granted. 

But we think Secretary of State Byrnes 
was correct in his position. The small na- 
tions must be heard in the UNO if it is 
to survive.

What is Georgfa’s financial condition? 

So constant and inconsistent are the 
charges and counter-charges concerning 
the State’s fiscal status, most Georgians 
have become utterly confused and long 
since despaired of Fearning the full and 
complete truth. 

5o at variance, in the first place, were 
the claims of this and the previous admin- 
istration as to the size of the State debt 
when Gov. Arnall took office that the 
average layman still wonders as to the 


is 


facts. 

Since that time, State Auditor Thrasher 
nd other administration spokesmen have 
issued almost constantly pessimistic. fore- 
casts, usually timed to head off this or that 
bid for increased governmental services 
and expenditures. 

From the State Revenue Department, 
on the other hand, have come consistently 
encouraging reports of increased revenue. 
Almost without exception since the pres- 
ent administration took office, quarterly 
reports of State receipts have shown gains 
over previous periods. 

Thus, while certain expenditures — 
namely, for teachers’ pay and other educa- 
tional services—have increased, revenues 
have continued to rise. Moreover, during 
the past three and a half years, expendi- 
tures for highway construction and main- 
tenance—usually major items—have been 
virtually halted due to material and man-

Russia came uneasily into the meeting 
with unclean hands. She had signed an 
Anglo-Iranian-Soviet treaty calling for the 
withdrawal of troops by March 2 of this 
year.

Corrupt and torn with revolt as is Iran, 
its government still is the government 
which Russia recognized in her treaty. Its 
delegate, Hussein Ala, denied in toto the 
Russian statement given the United Press 
by Generalissimo Stalin a few days ago. 

At the bottom of the whole matter, of 
course, is power politics over Iran’s vast oi] 
supply. We believe this fact should be 
brought to the Council floor. 

Meanwhile, perhaps too optimistically, 
but nevertheless ‘sincerely, we believe the 
Russians will be back. 

We congratulate Secretary Byrnes. 

We trust every effort will be made to 
assure the Soviet Government that the 
world wants her in the UNO; that she must 
now assume the awful responsibility for 
defeating the UNO and its purpose; that 
there exists no threat to her from this 
country; that she is necessary to the cause 
of world peace; that we believe she wants 
peace. 

But the small nations must be heard.

Those Who 
Stand and Wait 


Whatever traveling I have done, and what- 
ever and all I have‘seen, have taught me just two 
things—humility and the awful truth of the un- 

certainty of things. 

Out of this mustard seed of knowledge I can write a political 
and social truth: 

If you are hungry and a man comes along and says, “Join me 
and fight and you and your children will eat’—that man will get 
up and go and fight. 

A full belly never looks for a fight. 

Every political leader in this country knows that truth and uses 
it. The contented don’t join in political protest. 

Huey Long was using it when he rallied the poor from the 
bayous and hills of Louisiana. 

“Here,” he said, “we stand by the tree beneath which Evangeline 
waited for her love... but she is not the only one who has waited 

.", you have waited, too... where are the roads they promised 
you? ,.. the schools? ... the hospitals? ... the clinics for your 
children? . where are they?” 

The South knows this type of “promising” politician, who ap- 
peals to the discontent in people; who knows how to touch that 
spot in those who believe life has not dealt fairly with them... 
the South knows him better than any other .section, although he 
is by no means confined to the South ... it is just that we have 
more people with more lacks. 

It is the same technique the world over. 

It is very easy for a Communist in Greece or Yugoslavia or any 
other country to say, “You have waited long enough. Come with 
me and we will get food and a place to live and a job.” 

It is a simpleetask for a Socialist to say, In an old capitalistic- 
system country like Britain, enormously conservative though it still 
may be in its thinking: 

“You have waited too long for decent housing, for medical care, 
for a decent stanglard of living. Come join with me and we will 
nationalize the Bank of England; nationalize medicine and den- 
tistry; nationalize insurance next, and give to you that which our 
old system did not give you... .” 

There is a little touch of Huey Long in all of it? 

Certainly. But don’t forget there is an even greater touch of 
truth. That is why it works. 


. It was, and is, my honest opinion that history 
Conservative in the generations to come will write the late 
Franklin D. Roosevelt down as a conservative. 

Today his name still means, to many persons, radical measures, 
left-wing actions, and so on. Just keep in mind that when the 
historian of 50 and 100 years from now studies the man he will 
study him and this country in relationship to everything else which 
was going on at the time. What was happening in the rest of the 
world in 1932? And what continued to happen in the various 
countries in regard to social and political changes? 

The historian will measure all that. He will see changes brought 
about by armed revolution abroad and peacefully in the United 
States.

Friend doctor used to tell me, during the war 
years, that at least half of his women ratients 
suffered from the samé trouble.

And, though the doctor I quote has, himself, succumbed to 
overwork, others tell me Of patient after patient, really sick, whose 
troubles may be directly traced to nervous reaction, to undue strain.

She told me, one day recently, when I commented upon. the 
apparent improvement .in her appearance and condition, her 
preacher had, probably, helped her more than all the doctors she 
had seen.

Not much about 
the church, as a matter of fact. He just talks along, about ‘most 
anything.

But he cer- 
tainly calms my nerves and the help he gives me carries me through 
the week. 

“He knows how much I have to do and says he doesn’t want 
me to take part in church activities.

Manufattured Threats 
Of War With Russia 


WASHINGTON.—Looking backward over the 

events of recent weeks, it is amazing that so many 

American people could have been taken in by 

the clamor that was raised over manufactured threats of war 
with Russia. 

The alarmist shouts of certain of our more hysterical-minded 
radio commentators, plus the ravings of other irresponsible 
people, actually have had a segment of the population terrified 
with the thoughts of another war. 


These thoughts have now been largely, if not entirely, dissipated 
by the announcement from Moscow that Red Army troops are being 
withdrawn from Iran in keeping with earlier commitments. 


Prior to the Moscow announcement, also, Marshal! Stalin had 
answered a series of questions, put to him by the Associated Press, 
in a way which seemed to give ample enough assurance of Russia's 
intention to co-operate in making the United Nations Organization 
an effective instrument for maintaining world peace. 


There were a lot of people who were willing to make us believe 
we were on the verge of another war with Russia. Because Russia 
was doing certain things in far-away Iran which were contrary 
to our concepts for free peoples, we were told that we would 
eventually have to go to war with the USSR. 


Entirely too much loose talking has been engaged in on the 
score. The Red-baiters and Moscow-haters have had a field day fan- 
ning the flames of prejudice against our Russian Allies. 

The amazing thing about it all is that so many people should 


have been taken in by the noise. 

No Basis But there never was the slightest basis for all the 
war talk. No one could logically impute to Russia 

any desire for war, and what is true of the Soviet Union in that 

respect is even more true of the United States. 


Having just finished one war, the greatest conflict in all his- 
tory, it is inconceivable that either the United States or Russia 
should be desirous of starting another, Both nations still are to 
recover from the horrors of the blood-letting we have just gone 
through. Russia’s recovery will be even longer delayed than ours. 
The costs to her were greater, both in the loss of manpower and in 
national devastation. 


But there is another reason why Russia does not want a war 
with us, which by all reasoning would also embrace the British 
Empire. Her leaders know beyond any peradventure of doubt 
that she would come out second best in a conflict of that kind. 

The answer to conclusions of the kind is found in one simple 
though momentous thing—the atom bomb. 

Russia has no adequate defense against the atomic bomb. Un- 
less we share the secret with them, which we will not do unless 
the United Nations Organization is set up to enforce the peace, it 
will take them from 15 to 25 years to duplicate our achievements 
in the field of atomic weapons, according to our best experts on 


the subject. 

And so the whole idea of war with Russia being 
Preposterous imminent was preposterous from the beginning, 
it never was supported by an ounce of logic. It never made sense, - 

Even if Russia had had all of the designs on Iran, Manchuria 
and the Balkans which the Red-baiters professed to believe, this 
still would not have been regarded by sensible people as a sufficient 
provocation for war. We might not have liked some of the things 
which Moscow appeared to be doing in the way of exploiting weaker 
peoples, but then world affairs are continually being plagued with 
incidents of the kind. 

So far as the prevailing opinion of the American people is con- 
cerned, Russia might take over the entire area of the Balkans, 
with the Middle East thrown in for good measure, and we could 
do nothing about it, except protest in a diplomatic way perhaps. 
Some would get excited and try to force the government to do some 
thing, to be sure, but it would be none of our business—at least 
not to the point of starting a war. 

But Russia, by her actions, has shown that she has no ambitions 
of the kind. She has been a little slow in carrying out commitments 
with respect to Iran, maybe, but we now have her word that the 
commitments are considered binding. 

Thus there evaporates into thin air all of the hysterical talk 
about war that has been terrifving the American people in recent 
days. The shame of it is that we should allow such irresponsible 
utterances in our midst.

TECHNOLOGY not civiliza- 
tion, nor is science necessarily its 
handmaid. Automobiles, gadgets, 
and atom bombs are not civiliza- 
tion. The night of the Twentieth 
Century Dark Ages is noisy with 
the whirrings of machines; human 
ingenuity has reached a Himalaya 
peak of achievement. But man- 
kind is in the depths of horror and 
cespair, and every new invention 
giares at him with the terrifying 
visage of a Frankenstein destroyer. 

Civilization is social integration; 
it is a system of rights and obliga- 
tions so universally accepted that 
men take it for granted. It is a 
complex of codes and standards, 
written or unwritten, within which 
persons are conscious of a conti- 
-nuity with the past and a prospect 
of the future: a condition in which 
men know. what they may legiti- 
mately expect as the result of cer- 
tain actions and on what support 
they may legitimately depend.

“For public information 
Stated that evacuation of Soviet 
troops will be as the result of 
inegotiations by the head of govern- 
ment, Premier Ghavam, with So- 
viet authorities and his insistence 
on evacuation.” 

The denial was the second is- 
‘sued by the Iranian Government 
‘since Radio Moscow first mention- 
ed the agreement in announcing 
evacuation of Soviet troops. 

It is understood that neither 
American Ambassador Wallace 
Murray nor British Charge d’Af- 
faires H. L. Farquar is satisfied 
with the results of meetings wtih 
Ghayam so far. 

Diplomatic circles in Tehran 
still are inclined to believe Radio 
Moscow that an agreement has 
been signed and are wondering 
what conditions, Russia has impos- 
ed on Iran in return for the Soviet 
evacuation.

“I'm getting a little too fat ‘to duck under those low benches,” 
he confided. “That's why I’ve got this bald 
spot now. But don’t get me wrong. The Flor- 
ida football) situation is far from discouraging. 
We had to start from scratch and we've made 
progress. The boys have shown a fine spirit 
and a willingness to improve. We have a long 
way to go, and we just need time.” 

A sound fundamental coach, Wolf is 
certain to field a greatly improved Flor- 
ida team in the fall. As time goes on, the 
Fighting ‘Gators may be one of the top 
teams of the Southeastern Conference. 
And it may not be so many seasons 
distant. 

Starting out with a squad of about 100 players, Wolf has now 
trimmed the original group in half, and two things impressed on- 
lookers at a scrimmage on Tuesday. The players make their blocks 
and tackles felt. And they throw the football well. 

At the moment Wolf has better linemen than backs. But sev- 
eral fine backs are scheduled to be in school next semester. 

“We like the way the boys handle the ball on passing,” 
Wolf said. “There is not much to the running game at this 
time, but it should improve when we get our other boys 
back.” 

Names don’t mean a great deal now but Florida still 
has Jack White, an able tackle, and some guard and center 
material. 

Dutch Stanley, now in charge of the new physical training pro- 
gram at Florida, wandered by as the scrimmage waxed hot. 

“Bear's a fine coach and yoyp’re going to see better football at 
Florida.” Stanley, who played on a fine ’Gator team, observed 
“We mav not win any championships but we'll make a creditable 


showing. 

- We had to look twice to recognize Line Coach 
The Thin Man Ted Twomey, who has returned from his Navy 
duty weighing only a little more than 200 pounds. He used to 
be a massive *240-pounder. 

“T guess I am down in weight as much as I’ve ever been. Just 
about the same, I suppose, as when | played alongside Jack Cannon 
at Notre Dame. It’s a big help with all the personal instruction 
we have to give linemen,’ Twomey said. 

“Incidentally. if you should see any nice looking boys 
who'd like to play the line, I wish you'd tell them about the 
nice surroundings here at Florida. Our climate is wonderful.
